IR SAMUEL GARTH, an 
excellent Engliſþ Poet and Phy- 
ſician, was deſcended of a good 
Family in Yorkſhire. After he 
had paſſed through his School 
Education, he was removed to Peter- Houſe 
in Cambridge, where he was created Doctor 

of Phyſick, Zuly the 7th, 1691. His firſt

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iv The LIFE off 
ſicians was on the 12th of March, 1691-2 ; 
and he was admitted Fellow, June the 26th, 
1693. On the 17th of September 1697, he 
made a Latin Oration before the College, 
to the great Satisfaction of the Auditors, and 
his own Honour, as it is expreſſed in the 
Regiſter of that College. In 1696 he zea- 
louſly promoted and encouraged the erect- 
ing the Diſpenſary, being an Apartment in 
the College, for the Relief of the ſick Poor, 
by giving them Advice gratis, and diſpen- 
ſing Medicines to them at low Rates. This 
Work of Charity having expoſed him and 
many other Phyſicians to the Envy and 
Reſentment of ſeveral Perſons of the ſame 
Faculty as well as Apothecaries, he ridi- 
culed them with a peculiar Spirit and Vi- 
vacity in a Poem called the Diſpenſary i 
ſix Canto's; which, though it firſt ſtole into 
the World incorrect in the Lear 1699, yet 
bore in a few Months three Impreſſions, 
and

and was afterwards printed ſeveral Times 
with a Dedication to Anthony Henley, Eſq; 
and commendatory : Verſes by Mr. Charles 
Boyle, afterwards. Earl of Orrery, Colonel 
Chriſtopher Codrington, Thomas Cheek, 'Eſq; 
and Colonel Henry Blount. This Poem raiſed 
our Author a prodigious Reputation; which 
together with his great Learning and Skill - 
in his Profeſſion, his Politeneſs, agreeable 
Converſation, and good Humour, procured 
him a vaſt Practice, and gained him the. 
Friendſhip and Eſteem of moſt of the No- 
bility and Gentry of both Sexes. He was 
one of the moſt eminent Members of a 
famous Society, called the K7-Cat-Club, 
which conſiſted of above thirty Noblemen 
and Gentlemen, diſtinguiſhed by their ex- 
cellent Parts, and Affection to the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion in the Houſe of Hanover. Octo- 
ber the 3d, 1702, he was elected one of 
the Cenſors of the College of Phyſicians. 
He was in particular Favour and Eſteem 
with the Duke of Marlborough, whoſe Diſ- 
grace and voluntary Exile abroad he la- 
mented in a fine Copy of Verſes. In 1711 
he wrote a Dedication for an intended Edi- 
tion of Lucretius to his late Majeſty, then 
A 3 Elector 


r tl > © ws ah Na 
Elector of Brunſwick) upon whoſe Acceſ- 
fion to the Throne he had the Honour of 
Knighthood conferred-upon him by his Ma- 
jeſty with the Duke of Mar/borough's Sword. 
He was likewiſe made Phyſician in Ordi- 
nary to his Majeſty, and Phyſician General 
to the Army. As his own Merit procured 
him a great Intereft with thoſe in Power, 
ſo his Humanity and good Nature inclined 
him to make uſe of that Intereſt, rather 
for the Support and Encouragement of 
other Men of Letters, than for the Advance- 
ment of his own Fortune. He wrote ſome 
other Pieces beſides thoſe above-mentioned. 
He died January the 18th, 1718-19, and 
was interred on the 22d of the fame Month 
in the Church of Harrow on the Hill, in a 
Vault there built by him for the Interment 
of his Family. Mr. Pepe, in one of his 
Letters, ſtiles him the beſt natured of Men; 
and tells us, that his Death was very 
* heroical, and yet unaffected enough to 
&* have made a Saint, or a Philoſopher fa- 
„ mous. But ill Tongues and worſe Hearts 
« have branded even his laſt Moments, as 
« wrongfally as they did his Life, with 
« Irreligion, You muſt have heard many
